All pharmocists will be vequired to
have two sets of weiglis, one in the
apotheenry system and another in the
metrie system, if the Oregon State
Board of Pharmaey follows the sug-
gestion of Frod Buchtel, depnty sealer
of weights and mensures. Following
an inspection by the Phormaey Boord
of diugstopes of the state, it was
found that in many eases but one set
of weighls wis used and that often
preseriplions  written in the metrie
system of measnvement were filled by
the drogwist using apotheenry weighis
and viee versa, Frank 8. Ward, treas-
urer of the Pharmaey board, reported
the resnlt of his findings fo M
Buehtel, who has instrueted his depu-
ties to inspeet drug stores herenfter
and gee that the proper weights are
used.
